'The foul air and 
damp of the dungeons rotted their 
clothing, leaving some naked, some 
in rags. One man died of suffoca- 
tion. 

'The other men took turns in get- 
ting ii thfuls of fresh air by gluing 

their lips to cracks in the great 
WOOden door. On being taken out 

to receive sentence they had to go 

through a nai i ow passage and crawl 
under a half rotten corpse hanging in 
a gibbet and emitting a fearful 
stench. 'They were made to witness 

the execution and beheading i>f the 

• en. 

Surrounding scaffold and prisoners 
was a Strong cordon of Spanish in- 
fantry with raised muskets, and back 
of these was a troop of cavalry, the 
two divisions making an imposing 
show. 'The gallows was as high as 

that ordered by King Ahasuerus for 

the hanging of Hainan. 'The ex- 
ecutioner was a nergO slave who, 
after adjusting the noose and shov- 
ing off eaoh man, slid down (he rope 
to A sitting position on the shoulders 
of his victims and kicked them with 
his heels. Kach man was made to 
ascend the long ladder to meet his 
doom separately. As the gallows 
became crowded long ropes were tied 
to the dead men's ankles to pull the 
bodies KHide so that they hung in a 
hall horizontal position by head and 
heels to make room for the rest. After 
all was done I hi' negTO OUt down each 
dangling corpse, some of which falling 
from such a height I (bounded from 
the earth, other bodies being smashed 
by force of the impact, leaving splin- 
tered bones protruding through the 
llesh.

He often visited them and nent his boy 
to traffic iii selling their wares and in 
buying straw ana other raw material 
in the city.

The outer wall of their dungeon was 
twelve feet thick, it being part of 
the ramparts of the city facing the sea. 
Through it, was a loophole two feet 
high and about four inches wide, a 
little narrower at the outer end. It 
was near the floor, and probably 
intended lor ventilation and drain- 
age. 

This loophole sugested a means of 
escape if they could enlarge it. This 
they proeeded to do. 'Their only ef- 
fective tool was a shoemaker's ham- 
mer, allowed them to beat straw and 
Hat ten down the work in making hats. 
The difficulties were almost insur- 
mountable. 'The work had to be done 
in the fore part of the night, for at 11 
o'clock they were peremptorily order- 
ed to lie down. A lamp was always 
burning at the further end of their 
prison. A sentry was at the door to 
watch them. In soft places they made 
good progress, then blocks of solid 
rock would throw them into the depths 
of despair. A corporal of the guard 
always came when food and water 
\\ ere brought ill. 

He often looked through the loop- 
hole without making a discovery, for 
they always replaced and plastered 
over the debris with lime allowed 
them as a sanitary disinfectant. 
'Their chains, too, wen' often ex- 
amined. .After many months of in- 
credible labor, often interrupted by 
sickness, they enlarged the breach 
clear through. 

With money from their friends and 
from the sale of hats they had long 
previously bought a flute, a fife, a 
fiddle and some knives, which last 
lied in dirt. One 
man only could work in the loophole, 
his hands stretched before him and 
his body in a painful posture. As he 
worked it was the custom of the other 
men to make as much noise as possible 
with fife, flute, fiddle and clanking 
chains in walking about, to drown the 
blows of the hammer, the plastering 
over the work being done quietly 
with a shingle after they wire ordered 
to lie down. 'Their jailor kept cigars 
.and liquors on tap outside the door 
of their dungeon. He was mollified 
for their noise as if it were only hilarity 
infused into them on the "good crea- 
ture" they imbibed to his profit. 

'They bad also converted their 
knives into saws by hacking the edges 
of the blades. With these the 
the clevis bolts on tlieir fettei 

i ly through that by working with 
their hands they could snap and 
withdraw the bolts from either end. 
The shining incision they concealed 
witli wax and kept it doubly hidden 
from inspection by the cords they 
habitually wore to suspend the weight 
of their chains. 

On the night Of November 7th, 1S07, 
they silently cleared aw ay the rubbish 
ill the breach, and relieving themselves 
of their chains, Home fifteen of them 
wormed their way out, two, how 
remaining behind from inability to 
squeeze through. Outside the ram- 
parts was a moat which upon oc< 
could be tilled with water but was then 
dry. On the outside of this was a

The next morning he was alarmed 
i.licrs, mounted and afoot, scour- 
ing the country foi them, but re- 
mained undiscovered. Concealed by 
vines and bushes he could 
tinel walking to and fro on the bastion 
across the ditch from him. The 
second night, nerved by desperation 
and hanger, he moved on, and before 
mornit' Ittaoked by dogs ; one 

fierce brute flying at him as if to tear 
him to. pi... Keeping quiet, the 

dogs left him. 

lb' was then w ambling bewildered 
and at random in the suburbs of 
\e\emani, when a man accosted him 

in broken English. Father told him 

his story, and the man pitying him, 
took him to his house and give him 
food and put him to bed. After a 
good rest hi' wrote to Captain Sanford, 



Eromising him a future reward not to 
etray him. 

'Two of the men, John Sherman, of 
New York, and William W. Lippin- 
cott, of Philadelphia, were so for- 
tunate as to strike Captain Sanford on 
the first day, and were by him put in 
a, place of concealment and furnished 
with necessaries. 'The other men 
came across a fisherman, asked his 
hospitality and offered him all their 
money, lie accepted the bribe and 
Battered them with conveyance to an 
island where they would" be secure 
■until escape offered on some passing 
vessel. '1 he man proved a Judas, and 
pet rayed them in hopes of a second 
reward in giving them up. Directing 
them to a hiding place, he went oil' 
and signalled to a guard of soldiers, 
wdio instantly surrounded and took 
them back to prison. 'There the men 
were Interrogated fiercely as to the 
whereabouts of the other three men. 
They replied "they could say nothing 
of two of them — as to my father, he 
must, by that time be dead on the 
marsh where they had left him." 
'These men were punished with in- 
human rigor. 'They were put in the 
stocks with their feet higher than 
their heads, tlieir irons still on their 
legs, remaining thus two and three 
months without relief, unless at the 
point of death they were taken to the 
hospital. 

Captain Sanford, among others, 
was present at the examination of the 
recaptured men in the prison yard, 
and there the man with father's Jefter 
found him. Concealing it, the captain 
went outside where he could read it 
unseen. 'Then tearing it into frag- 
ments he promised the bearer more 
profit in aiding father to escape than 
lie could get in betraying him. The 
captain, himself under surveillance, 
had to proceed with great circumspec- 
tion, ami it was not until the thin) 
night, after getting the letter that he 
dared visit father. He thee. 
for him to go to a certain plao 
the city gates and look for a man 
with a red handkerchief on his head, 
anil gave him signs by which to make 
himself known. He found the man 
and was taken to the same conceal 
ment with LippinoOtt and Sherman. 
'There they remained more than thirty 
days, without a roof to cover them 
and in hourly dread of discovery. 

At length Captain Harvey with the 
schooner Three 1' riends happened at 
Carthagena, bound from thence to 
Baltimore. Captain Sanford ar- 
ranged for him to wait outside the 
harbor to pick up the men. On the 
night of December I'Jth, 1807, the 
Captain with two hired men embark- 
ed in a canoe with father, Lippih'cott 

and Sherman. The canoe was very 
long, being dug on i huge log. 

Outside the inlet of TSoeea Grande 
a was very rough, and to 
prevent an upset the rolling craft had 
to be kept head to the wind.

Many people have the idea that in 
order to be understood by a speech- 
reader they must speak more slowly. 
and open their mouth wider 
to a certain point, and with 
some people not all — I find it 
true that slowei and more dis- 
tinct articulation is an advantage, 
but beyond that point slowne 
utterance is a distinct hindrance to 
comprehension, while the unnatural 
opening of the mouth is almost 
prohibitive of conversation. In the 
first case, the speech-reader's mind, 
accustomed to run rapidly, is apt to 
assume, either that there must be 
words in each slow movement 
of the mouth than appears, and be 
thrown off the track, or, forced to 
linger over and study each word, he 
forgets the previous ones, and 
fused by a mass of details, fails to 
grasp the full meaning. 

In the second case, the widely open 
ed mouth, showing parts of words not 
usually perceived, so changes their 
accustomed appearance as to render 
them unintelligible. 

There are no two faces in the world 
exactly alike, and every person has 
his own peculiar way of speaking. In 
some the peculiarity is greater than in 
others, and the difficulty of compre- 
• II is increased; so much so, that 
at first, it may seem utterly impossible 
to make head or tail of what is seen. 
I am, however, inclined to believe that 
there is no speech so indistinct that a 
first-class speech-reader cannot master 
it after a whiie. 

It would be hard to say what 
makes intelligibility to a speech- 
reader. A great deal of lip action 
may be difficult to understand, yet too 
little is equally detrimental. Again, 
the lip action may be good and yet 
some peculiarity of pronunciation 
renders the speech difficult to read. 
Moustaches, if not too heavy, make 
little difference one of way or another, 
except at night under a hanging 
light, when, ot course, they shadow

are doing. If you find they can add 
up a column of figures a good deal 
more quickly than you (and the 
chances are they can) tell them that. 
And if their writing is better than the 
writing of your own children (which 
again is not impossible) inform them 
of that fact. You will be surprised 
at the ready courtesy with which 
they will quickly call attention to 
something in which you in turn 
them.

He now has 
about fifty different specimens, the 
majority being old copper cents of 
the United States coinage. The old- 
est is a balf-oent dated 1705, and 
about as large as the more modern 
two-cent, piece. The obverse side 
hears a woman's head over which is 
the legend " Liberty." A liberty oap 
appears to be slipping off her head, 
the pole on which it is hung and 
slung over tier shoulder not being 
visible in this design although it is 
found on coins of a later issue. On 
the reverse side is the legend " Half 
cent " surrounded by a laurel wreath 
which jh tied with a knot of ribbon. 
Under this knot is the fraction s J 6 
and around the edge of tin- coin the 
WOrds " United States of America." 
The cent of 1 H 1 U has thirteen stars 
around Liberty's head, seven on one 
side and six on the Other. There are 
several Canadian coins in the collec- 
tion, wit h elaborate designs, bearing 
different likenesses of Queen Victoria. 
Thi' English penny is as large as our 
half-dollar. < >n< in bears the legend 

"States of .Jersey," 1841, ^ of a 
shilling. The heaviest, coin in the lot 

is a copper Portuguese piece with a 

likeness of a dumpy looking king, 
Joannes VI. On its reverse side it, has 
an inscription in Latin which appears 
to mean " for the public utility," and 
is dated !H2:t. There is a Greek cop- 
per coin, perhaps an obolus; a 
Japanese \ sen; some French coins 
with a likeness of Napoleon III, 
h'ni/xrrur. Among other foreign coins 
is one which seems to have belonged 

to private circulation in Gibraltar. It 

is dated 1810, and has on the observe 
a fort with three towers, the date, 
and around the edge the I. 
" Value two quartos; on the reverse 
is a lion holding a key in its fore- 
paws, and around the edge the in- 
scription " Payable at Robert Keeling 
and Son. Gibraltar." Beooming 

interested in the United States cents, 
WO read up a little on the subject, 
and learned that, the earliest coinage 
for America is said to have been made 

in 1012, for the Virginia company, at 

the Somen Islands, now Bermuda. 

These brass coins had a hog on one 

side, in remembrance of the number

first national coinage really issued, 
apart from colonial Coinage, w 
17H7, at New Haven, through con 

tract with one Jamei Jarvis. These 

copper coins bore the wholesome 
advice, "Mind your business." In

The copper cent and 
half cent were discontinued in 18o7.
